as iess entitled to careful attention. 
Where desirable legislation is recom- 
mended by them, bills will be prepared

After dealing with the operations of 
the various squadrons, the report con- 
tinues: 
Naval Personnel. 


The need of line officers for sea duty 
becomes ppeadtty more pressing, and in 
case it sfould becom® necessary, to man 
all the vessels of our present fleet the 
required number is not available, and I 
recommend that the.-number of lieuten- 
ants be increased from 300 to 353, and 
that the Iimit of the number of junior 
lieutenants and ensigns be made 6v00. 

I concur with the chief naval con- 
structor that there should be an increase 
in his corps. With more ships to build 
there must be more constructors. 

Some increase in the corps of civil en- 
ineers is necessary in view of the great 
eg aes in yard and dock  construc- 

on. 

As the original reason for the creation 
of this office has ceased to exist, I re- 
new my recommendation that the statute 
authorizing appointment of professors 
of mathematics be so amended § that, 
without disturbing those who now hold 
office, no further appointments shall be 
made. : 

I cannot too earnestly call®attention 
to the necessity for an increase of this 
most important branch of the navy. As 
with the officers so with the enlisted 
men. The ships of the navy have been 
greatly increased in number, but com- 
mensurate steps have not been taken 
to provide the necessary crews for them. 
I recommend that the present enlisted 
force be increased by 3,000 men. 

I recommend that the marine corps be 
increa by 750 men, as recommended 
by thé general board. 

I renew my recommendation that the 
office of vice admiral be revived.

ALL SOULS’ DAY OBSERVED 
IN THE CITY OF MEXICO 


A stranger coming to the city of Mex- 
ico about the 2d of November,: which is 
the feast of All Souls, or as we say in 
Spanish, el dia de Muertos, will likely re- 
ceive the impression that here we fairly 
revel in the weird and the grewsome. 

Of course, we all go to see the drama of 
‘Don Juan Tenorio.’’ Written more than 
two hundred years ago, it is still played 
in all Spanish-Speaking countries on the 
eve of All Soul's. The moral is doubt- 
ful, nevertheless young girls and chii- 
dren of tender years crowd the theaters, 
applauding with as much gusto as their 
elders. . 

Don Juan, the hero, a gay Lothario, 
varies his love making with adroit use 
of the swerd. He is by no means an ad- 
mirable person, but after all his mis- 
deeds he gains eternal happiness through 
the love of a good woman. Fortunately, 
the author’s line of thought is quite out 
of date in this enlightened twentieth cen- 
tury. A pit of realism, not down on the 
bill, was enacted a few years ago, Just 
at the scene when the house is in semi- 
darkness and Tenorio’s victims come 
from their sepulchers, a most decided and 
vigorous earthquake, shook the theater 
atmost causing a panic. 

Early on the morning of the 2d, carga~- 
dores may be seen carrying, often on 
trucks, enormous floral designs. The tops 
of coches are, also used for the wreaths 
and crosses which are too large to go in- 
side. The stores are closed after 1 o'clock 
and the city puts on a Sunday afternoon 
appearance. Usually the servants éxpect 
to be given a portion of the day—not so 
much to visit the cemeterie’ as to spend 
| the time in merry-making. 


Sweets symbolical of the day are bought 


by young and old. Cross-bones made of 
the whitest sugar, grinning death’s-heads 
with glittering eyes of gilt paper peer 
at one from behind counter and window. 
In toys, too, there are skeletons on bicy- 
cles, skeletons on skeleton horses, cof- 
fins of many shapes and sizes, some ar- 
ranged like a jack-in-the-box, which bv 
pulling a tiny string ‘startles one by its 
ghostly: ugliness. 

Many stories have we heard of the wild 
orgies committed at the cemeteries, so at 
the risk of fatigue and discomfort*we de- 
termined to verify these accounts. 

At 10 o'clock we were seated in a tram 
bound for Dolores, the Mexican pantheon. 
Many women were calmly sitting on the 
floor of the car, their arms filled with 
flowers and the inevitable baby. The good- 
natured conductor stepped among them 
as carefully as if they had a perfect right 
to be there. 

From, Chapultepec we walked the re- 
maining two miles in a procession of sev- 
eral hundred people, which, we were told, 
had started at 4 o’clock in the morning 
Walking along the dusty highway we no- 
ticed a ragged, barefooted old woman. 
On her head she carried a wreath of 
coarse yellow flowers used by the peons 
for decorating churches and_ graves. 
Neither age nor poverty had made her 
unmindful of the day. Her humble of- 
fering would bloom on the unforgotten 
resting place of some loved one. 

Rather better dressed. were two other 
women. who talked earnestly together. 
One was crying, the.other comforting, 
‘“‘pero ella ahora es muy contenta” (but 
now she is very happy.) What a consola- 
tion even while wa mourn. Some one 
had laughingly spoken of the day as 
“Hlavar el hueso” (weep the bone.) We 
asked an intelligent Mexican the mean- 
ing of the expression. ‘“‘Among_ the 
peons,”’ he said, “‘it is customary to cele- 
brate the day by eating a leg of roasted 
mutton, adding a generous quantity of 
pulque and tequila.’ ‘After which he is 
quite ready to shed copious tears over 
the bones ‘of departed relatives and 
friends?’’-I suggested. ‘‘Not at all, he 
replied; ‘‘over the mutton bones.” 

A turn in the road brotght us sudden- 
ly in front of a small stand, where a tall 
young Indian was doing a lard-office 
business in roasted mutton! This, minus 
the tears we can vouch for. 

Drawing nearer Dolores the crowd be- 
came greater, the heat more _§ intense. 
Under tall maguey plants venders had 
taken refuge from the noonday sun. A 
handsome Indian girl, with a crimson fe- 
bosa thrown over her black hair, sat 
under the green, spreading fronds shout- 
ing “agua fresca’’ to the passers-by. 
Others alike indifferent to heat and: dust 
sat in the midst of it surrounded by all 
kinds of queer edibles and fruits. Strange 
egncoctions that smelled to heaven, siz- 
zlied and sputtered on tiny braseras. We 
leave the noisy rabble and enter Dolores. 
All is peace and calm solemnity. in the 
little chapel at the entrance mass is be- 
ing said for the repose of the souls buried 
there. Around the graves candles are 
burning and flowers shed their fragrance. 

There are watchers, too, who sit near 
new-made graves. Time, the great heal- 
er, has not. yet laid his magic touch 
upon the wound. To foreign eyes many 
of the decorations seem peculiar, for in- 
stance, the grave of a little child is 
hung in white tulle, over which is scat- 
tered pink and white roses. Near, and as 
if in pretest against this too festive ap- 
pearance, was one covered with a cross 
of black cloth, the same somber drapery 
was over the headstone and about the 
candles. There were not many so deco- 
rated. Most were bright with lights and 
flowers eloquently typifying the hope of 
a blessed immortality. On this. day few 
are the graves that do not receive a blos- 
som and a prayer. The visitor, in quest 
of something novel, will find,.no doubt, 
much to amuse and perhaps to shock him. 
But it will not be in the pantheons; least 
of all it will not be there on ‘‘el dia de 


Muertos.’

To Raise Moosehead Lake. 

For several years past much interest 
has been aroused by ‘the discussion of a 
plan to raise the’ waters of Moosehead 
‘ake, in Maine, 2 feet for storage pur- 
poses by elevating the present dam at 
the lake's outlet. The object: of storing 
this added water is to-provide a sufficient 
amount to enable the :‘lumbermen to run 
their logs in the spring and at the same 
time leave a surplus large enough to 
keep the Kennebec river, its draining 
stream, at its normal flow during the 
summer season. It is most essentia[ thas 
the summer flow of this ‘stream be kept 
constant in order that the numerous and 
important manufactories which depend 
upon it for their motive power may run 
at their full capacity throughout the 
year. At present there ig not enough wa- 
ter for.both purposes. Moosehead lake 
has an area of 120 square miles, the larg- 
est inland body of water in New Eng- 
land, and Hes at an elevation of 1,060 feet 
above the sea level. It is, like most of 
the other Maine lakes, admirably adapted

dead. or 7 

The tocsin of war had just been sounded 
and thexterrible Quantrell had made /his 
first raid through northwest Missouri. 
He attracted many young men with fight- 
ing disposition to his standard, among 
them being Frank James: Jegse would 
have gone, too, but he was only 14 years 
old and was rejected by Quantrell because 
of his tender years. But Jesse did good 
service as a courier and often bore im- 
portant information concerning the loca- 
tion of the federal troops to the Quan- 
trell camp. 

Jesse’s activity and the decided expres- 
cions frequently made by Dr. Samuels, 
who was then living on the farm im Clay 
county which he: left a few davs ago, 80 
angered the federal troops ghat it was de- 
termined to make an example.of the fam- 
ily. One night in June, 1862, a company 
of militiamen approached the Samuels 
homestead, which ‘is near Kearney, in 
Clay county, and informed the doctor that 
they were there for business. He was 
taken unceremoniously from the house, 
securely tied by a heavy rope and sus- 
pended from a convenient tree to choke to 
death. 

But Mrs. Samuels had followed at a 
safe distance and as soon as the militia- 
men had ridden away she rushed to the 
rescue of her husband, whom she cut 
down and nursed back to life. 

The militiamen also intended to hang 
Jesse James, but his youth saved him. He 
was given to understand, however, that 
if he ever visited the guerrilla camp again 
he would be the central figure in an in- 
formal hanging bee. 

But this did not terrorize the indomita- 
ble Jesse. He continued to communicate 
with Quantrell dailyjand the militiamen 
visited the Samuels *homestead the sec- 
ond time, bent upon killing both Jesse 
and Dr. Samuels. But both of their in- 
tended victims were absent. Determined 
not to returh without something to show 
for their sortie, they took Mrs. Samuels 
and her daughter, Miss Suste, captive and 
carried them to St. Joseph, where they 
were detained in jail for several months. 

Another stirrine event occnrred when 
five Pinkerton detectives, the sheriff of 
Clay county and twelve citizens of known 
pluck and reliability were engaged to 
watch the Samuels residence and report 
hourly the movements of the family. 

One afternoon Jesse 1d Frank James 
were seen in the fron. yard.

At this moment one of the party making 
the attack threw the hand grenade intu 
the room among the badly frightened 
occupants, and the terrible explosion that 
followed gave unmistakable evidence that 
the James boys were not the only outlaws 
in these parts at that moment. When 
the sound of the explosion had died away 
the moans. and cfies from within the 
house told the marauders of the crime 
they had committed. 

When a lamp was lighted Dr. Samuels 
found his 8-year-old son in the agonies of 
death, having received a terrible wound 
in the side from the explosion of a shell. 
Mrs. Samuels’ right arm had been shat- 
tered and hung helpless at her side. It

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Cleveland, November .15.—A 
hanging in mid-air, screaming in agonv, 
held the gaze of hundreds of horror 
Stricken peopie who had gathered near 
the Wright House on Ontario street. 

Attracted by a slight fire in that vicin- 
ity, a. number of employees and others 
got on the roof of the buliiding to see the 
blaze. Ida Jantz was one -of the number 
and, while looking over the coping, un- 
thinkingly took hold ofa live electric 
wire.

there while the crowd below looked on, 
powerless to help.

To save himself from a frightful 
fall to the pavement he grasped wildly 
and fell across the same wire from which 
he had just rescued the woman. 
shock rendered him powerless to move 
and he hung there helpless while the si- 
lent, deadly current burned into his flesh. 
No one was brave enough to attempt his 
rescue and it was several minutes before 
the current was turned off, and he was 
removed to a place of safety. 

The woman died,but Mr. Bell was taken 
to the General Hospital, where the doc- 
tors found him suffering from a very se- 
vere nervous shock in addition to being 
frightfully burned.

Sergeant White was 
at first. inclined to think that. the old 
man was seeing spooks, but the old man 
insisted that he had seen a light moving 
in the building and Sergeant White con- 
sented to go with him to the scene. 
-“When they came in sight of it no light 
was to be seen, but nevertheless a thor- 
ough search was made and nothing un- 
usual was found. They remained in and 
ground the building until 2 o’clock and 
then Sergeant White went home, think- 
ing that all was well. a! 
-A little after 1:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing he was awakened by a bright light 
shining in his window. AS. soon as he 
got up he saw that it was the Electrical 


building on fire. When he first saw it 


the fire was breaking through the roof. 

Just at this time the fire was seen 
from The Constitution office and = an 
alarm turned In. Sergeant White heard 
the bell and went immediately to the 
fire. When he reached it several people 
who live about the park were present, 
all having been awakened by the bright 
light. . 

No. cause for the incendiarism can. be 
assigned, nor is there any clew as to 
the identity of the guiltv parties. The 
fact that a light was seen in the build- 
Ing at such a short time before the fire 
is accepted as almost positive proof that 
the building was deliberately set on fire. 
A strong effort will be made to apprehend 
the incendiaries, if such they be. 

The buildings were valued at $55,000. 
The Electrical building was owned by 
the Interstate Fair Association and $15,- 
000 insurance was carried on it. The 
Transportation building was the prop- 
erty of the Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany. It is not known whether or not it 
was insured. Its owners are out of the 
eity and no information on the subject 
could be obtained from the local fire in- 
surance men.

Health Board Adopts Resolu- 
tion Indorsing Move- 
ment on Foot. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO 
MET NEXT TUESDAY 


City and County Authorities Will Get 
Together for the Purpose of 
Discussing Proposed Ex- 
tension of the Sewer 
System. 


The board of health, at its regular meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, passed a reso- 
lution indorsing the movement for better 
gewers, and recommending that the ques- 
ion be kept before the people until the 
present distressing conditions are ‘done 
away with. 

The resolution was introduced by Bur- 
ton Smith, who reminded the board of the 
crying necessity of sewer extension and 
improvement. He called the board's at- 
tention to the agitation in favor of ex- 
tending the system, and said he thought 
the body ought to express its sympathy 
with the movement, even if unable, af 
present, to take definite remedial steps 
Owing to lack of funds which must be 
supplied by the council. 

Mayor Mims playfully suggested, as an 
amendment, that the board “indorse the 
agitation and congratulate the agitators.” 
This amendment was enthusiastically 
adopted along with the resolution 

County Board Will Act. 

The special committee which was ap- 
pointed to act with the board of county 
committee and prepare plans for sewer 
extension will meet with the county board 
in the council chamber Tuesday morning 
at lil o’clock. The meeting has been 
called by County Commissioner Walter R. 
Brown.

Other matters considered by the board 
were the sttggestions of the hea!'th of- 
ficer in fegard to starlet’fever casés— 
the board ordering the suggestion printed 
and furnished to all houses where there 
should occur cases of scarlet .fever—azid 
the report of Chairman Burton Smith. of 
the depot and cinder committees.

Smith reported that action by the first 
committee had been deferred. The sec- 
cond, he said, had gone on and made casés 
against the managers of the various rail- 
roads for maintaining. a nuisance, and 
owing to the fact that these parties 
ciaim to be now considering bids to put 
things at the depot in a sanitary condi, 
tion, the cases before the recorder were 
postponed. ; 

The petition of property owners and 
residents in the vicinity of the stables and 
plant of the Atlanta Dairy Company was 
also discussed. The petition asked that 
the future parchaser of the pilant—the 
company being now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, who will put its assets up for sale 
next Saturday—be prohibited from run- 
ning a stable and dairy at that place. 
After some debate the board appointed a 
committee consisting of Dr. Pierce ard 
the chief of the department to-visit the 
premises in company with the health of- 
ficer, the city attorney and the gsanitarv 
committee of the council, and to act with 
them, such action to be final so far as the 
board of health is concerned. .

Tributeto Capt. W. D. Grant. 


Miss Mary Lamar Grant pays the fol- 
lowing beautiful tribute to her cousin, 
the late Captain W. D. Grant, in a re- 
cent issue of The Atlanta Journal: 


To all that wealth of floral bloom heaped 
about the casket of Captain W. D. Grant last 
Friday I should like to add my small wreath 
of remembrance. 

It is a memorial from one who knew him 
in his home—knew his devotion to his father 
and mother, to his wife and children and 
grandchildren—knew, too, of an affection, 
warm and true, for kindred and friends—aye, 
and for old family servants whom he con- 
tinued to look after when they had grown 
useless and helpless. He did countless kind- 
nesses of whigh no one ever knew but himself 
and the recipient—did them, too, with all the 
delicacy of one asking it as a. privilege. 

The world knew Captain Grant as the soul 
of truth and fustice, as the gentleman of 
wide reading and rich culture, as the financier 
of marvelous sagacity and success. But it re- 
quired a more intimate acquaintance to ap- 
preciate the man of warm, impulsive nature, 
the delightful fireside companion with rich hu- 
mor. and subtle wit. Quick of temper, he de- 
clared himself to be; if so, he was certainly 
quick to ask pardon, and more than ready al- 
ways to forgive. 

It is but to state a simple truth to say of 
Captain. Grant.that to know him was a lf{beral 
education. ‘He had that ‘‘intellactua! charity’’ 
of which Hamerton writes, His mind was a 
rich store house, and in conversation he nat- 
urally and freely and unconsciously gave of 
its treasures. 

In his reading, which ranged widely from 
Science to fiction, he was an acute e¢critic, and 
his mind separated unérringly the wheat from 
the chaff.. His rare library was at the com- 
mand of his friends, and many are the happy 
hours of study and recreation afforded by those 
books. 

Captain Grant’s most striking moral attri- 
bute was his love of truth and justice. He 
was one of the most fair-minded men I ever 
knew. He could always see the other side of

| GATHERED AT THE CAPITOL 


HATEVER'  Georgia’s present 
W congressmen may desire with 

regard te the reapportionment 
of the congressional districts, it is 
certairf that they are on the lookout. and 
are eagerly watching the movements of 
the joint committee which has this mat- 
ter in hand. Four or five of the members 
of congress have been here within the 
last week, the latest arrivals being Con- 
gressman W. G. Brantley, of the eleventh 
and Congressman L. F. Livingston, of the 
fifth, who, of course, is a frequent visitor 
to the city. Congressman Griggs, of the 
second, and Congressman Bartlett, of the 
sixth, spent several days in the city dur- 
ing the week, and others are expected. 

It is conceded that the congressmen of 
Georgia are anxious for the legislature to 
let well enough alone. The members of 
the Georgia delegation who were here did 
not have much to say about the matter. 
Some of them did not care to talk at all, 
or remarked that they would be satisfied 
with what the legislature might see fit to 
do. Congressman Brantley. in. discuss- 
ing the matter with some friends, said: 

“T do not see any reason why any 
change should be made at all. There is 
really no necessity for it, and the districts 
might just as well be left as they are.” 

Congressman Fleming, of the tenth, 
wrote a letter to a niember of the joint 
committee some time ago in which he 
gave some valuable data relating to the 
aistricts, and urged that there was no Nne- 
cessity for making any change in the 
present lines. 

Notwithstanding this, it is pretty cer- 
tain there will be changes in one or two 
of the districts, though itis asserted 
nothing radical is contemplated. The 
joint committee will hold its first meeting 
in the room of the secretary of the senate 
Monday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

‘And you may put it down,” said 
Chairman Miller, “we are going to keep 
at it every day until the work is done. 
I am satisfied there will be no material 
changes. By that I mean nothing radi- 
cal will be done. The lines of one or two 
ddistricts will probably be changed in or- 
der to even up/the population, but I think 
that will be about all. Of course I do not 
know the views of the committee. This is 
simply my own opinion, but there are 
many who agree with me in what I have 


said.”’ | 

The committee is a large one, being 
composed of thirty-three members, and 
its deliberations are likely to be interest- 


ing.
